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The Doctor Spoke To SWCS Members 


On March 26t, Mike Hollingshead confirmed a very special person, namely Stephen Edward Thorning, came to SWCS and 
spoke on Early Banking in Waterloo / Wellington, and Steve was a friend of his and his sister Susan. Stephen is famous for 
tours to his hometown of Elora (Ontario). Macleans Canada referred to him as “The Doctor, a learned man with a great 
sense of humour and history.” 


Stephen was born in Toronto in 1949 and later this parents moved to Elora when Stephen’s sister (also a Susan) was born. 
At age 12, Stephen built his own model train set. He amassed an impressive collection of stamps, postmarks and envelopes 
from interwar Germany. In his teens, Stephen assembled his first ham radio, and learned how to fix tube televisions. He also 
made a working metal detector from a rake and a Frisbee. In his late teens, Stephen worked for a pair of furniture factories, 
a foundry and a post office, before returning to school to study English literature and business at the University of Guelph. 
While working at a bank, he helped to set up a computerized system, while quietly earning his master’s degree in history. His 
family had no idea about it until he graduated. Stephen kept up his studies while caring for his ailing mother, and while he 
himself was diagnosed with colon cancer (from which he recovered). Stephen then went on to earn his doctorate in 
economic history - PhD, McMaster University 1994 - Department of History, Advisor: J. C. Weaver, Author of Hayseed 
Capitalists: Private Bankers in Ontario (1994). 


Stephen was editor of the stamp collector's magazine ‘Canadian Philatelist’, and he y 
served as the president of the EloraSalem Horticultural Society, was convenor of 4) 
croquet tournaments, a guide for local historic tours, and became an Elora councillor 
(after running for the satirical Rhinoceros Party of Canada piqued his interest in 
politics), and the he went on to become deputy reeve. He went on to write columns for 
three papers for more than 25 years and offered historical parallels from a hundred or 

more years earlier to any current political controversy. 


In the 2000s, Stephen worked on a biography of the late American journalist, gourmand 
and railroad lover, Lucius Beebe. This photo was published in many sources including 
MacLeans Canada, and several others, so your Editor was unable to confirm the 
origination of it. It was used in Stephen’s run for the Mayor of Elora (which he lost to his 
opponent). 


On February 234, 2015, Stephen was travelling home (to Elora where he bought a 
house a couple of years back) from California by train. As it passed through Utah, he 
suffered a stroke and was taken to a local hospital, where Stephen died at age 65. 


May Stephen, a wonderful human being, outstanding historian, and our friend rest in peace!

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Cuba 1995 3 Pesos 


In 1995 the Cuban government concentrated on implementing economic reforms to increase private-sector investment in 
the economy and generate greater foreign exchange inflows. The move followed the severe pruning of the budget deficit, 
which fell from 33% of gross domestic product (GDP) in 1993 to 8% in 1994. The 1995 deficit was likely to be less than the 
target of 1 billion pesos (about 5% of GDP) as a result of further cuts in government subsidies, price rises, and a reduction in 
the public-sector workforce. For the first time since 1989, there was in 1994 a slight increase in GDP, of 0.7%, which accel- 
erated to an annualized 2% in the first half of 1995. The tourist trade and foreign investment brought inflows of foreign cur- 
rency, and the greater supply of dollars caused the exchange rate to improve from a low of 150 pesos to the dollar in 1994 
to about 25 pesos in September 1995. A convertible peso was introduced at par with the U.S. dollar, with the aim of eventu- 
ally withdrawing dollars from circulation and replacing them with the convertible peso. About 44% of the population had ac- 
cess to foreign exchange, compared with 21% in 1994. In October the legal exchange of pesos for dollars at the rate of 30 to 
1 quietly began. 


In September the National Assembly passed a new investment law allowing 100% foreign ownership of enterprises in Cuba. 
Investment was to be allowed in real estate and in free-trade and export-manufacturing zones but not in education, health, 
and defense. Investment proposals would continue to be considered on a discretionary basis, but Cuban exiles were assured 
that they would not be discriminated against if they wished to invest in their homeland. 


Negotiations also were proceeding on reform of the banking system in order to cope with the increasing numbers of Cubans 
using foreign exchange but having to operate with cash. The lack of international credit arrangements also affected large 
businesses and the export sector. It was proposed that the National Bank of Cuba become a central bank and that its com- 
mercial and other banking activities be spun off. A broader domestic financial services sector would be created, including 
trade finance specialists and an investment bank. In September Cuban banks for the first time advertised dollar accounts 
paying market rates to allow Cubans to accumulate capital in hard currency. 


Despite the gradual opening of the Cuban economy and the increasing frustration of many U.S. companies wanting to do 
business with Cuba, the U.S. House of Representatives voted in September to tighten the U.S. embargo. A controversial bill, 
introduced in February by Sen. Jesse Helms, sought to penalize those doing business with Cuba through third countries. It 
generated widespread international opposition; the European Union said that its application to third countries would be in 
breach of World Trade Organization rules and 1994 General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) agreements. Canada 
and Caribbean countries also opposed the bill. Nevertheless, the House voted in its favour by 294 to 130. 


The action of the House contrasted with the softer attitude of the U.S. administration toward Cuba. In May a joint U.S.-Cuban 
declaration was issued in which Cuba agreed on the admission to the U.S. of most of the 21,000 Cubans still held at the U.S. 
base at Guantanamo since the 1994 mass emigration. The U.S. agreed that future migrants intercepted at sea would be re- 

patriated, a move that sparked demonstrations among Cuban exiles in Miami, Fla. Cuba ratified the international convention 
against torture and other degrading treatment, bringing to 16 the number of human rights agreements it had signed. Several 
political prisoners were released as a result of official requests from abroad, and Pres. Fidel Castro held a cordial meeting in 
Havana with a Cuban exile who headed Cambio Cubano, which advocated a peaceful transition to democracy in Cuba. 


Though there was improvement in the tourism, nickel, and seafood exchange earning sectors, Cuba’s main export, sugar, 
remained in crisis. The 1994-95 harvest was at its lowest level in 50 years, at about 3.3 million metric tons. The 1995-96 
crop was expected to increase slightly for the first time in three years as a result of purchases of fertilizers and weed killers, 
but most of the export earnings were allocated to cover debt payments.

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Italy Seeks Limit On Coin Imports by Mark Fox 


Italy recently asked the United States to once again extend for 
another five years the Memorandum of Understanding (MoU) that 
restricts the U.S. importation of a wide range of archaeological 
material, including some ancient “coins of Italian types.” Only such |@ 
coins that can be demonstrated to have left Italy before the last MoU |@ 
extension was implemented (Jan. 19, 2011) can be legally imported. 


Roman coin collectors and researchers are very concerned that 
Roman imperial coins (31 B.C.E.-491 C.E.) may be added this time to 
the designated list of restricted objects, which are unequivocally the 
heart of ancient coin collecting. Particularly vulnerable as well are 
Roman Republican coins. Those minted before 210 B.C.E. in gold, Roman coin collectors and researchers are very 
silver and bronze are already restricted.

“The MoU with Italy has the potential to be a watershed (or said another way, the straw that broke the camel’s back),” writes 
Wayne G. Sayles, founder and current executive director of the Ancient Coin Collectors Guild (ACCG). “Strong united 
comment in opposition is essential to those in Washington who only seem to measure response by the pound and tend to 
ignore truth and justice. If the history of coin restrictions under MoU is any guide, we can expect that there will be an effort 
within the Cultural Heritage Center to expand the designated list for coins from Italy to include Roman Imperial issues. That 
would affect tens of thousands of collectors in the U.S. alone and the one-way flow of these coins in years to come would 
eventually destroy private collecting as an avocation of any but the wealthy and privileged - setting ancient numismatic 
research and preservation back 300 years.” 


The American Numismatic Association (ANA) is equally opposed to any expansion or extension of the Italian MoU, “because,” 
explains ANA Gov. Scott Rottinghaus, “it not only restricts collecting of ancient coins, but it also hinders cultural understand- 
ing and person-to-person contacts that are promoted by the international exchange of historical coins.” 


With so many different MoUs in force now, many restricting particular groups of coins that only experienced numismatists 
are equipped to recognize easily, some fear that any more import restrictions will cause U.S. Customs to begin detaining 
ancient coins indiscriminately. 


The Cultural Property Advisory Committee (CPAC) will meet from April 8-10, 2015, to discuss Italy’s request and receive oral 
public comments during the open session on April 8. However, the public has only until March 20 to make their written 
concerns known in the decision-making process. Comments are currently being accepted through the eRulemaking Portal at 
the following link: http://www.regulations.gov/#!documentDetail;D=DOS-2015-0010-0001. 


Only comments the writer believes “to be privileged or confidential” may be mailed to the following address: Cultural 
Heritage Center (ECA/P/C), SA-5, Floor C2, U.S. Department of State, Washington, DC 20522-05C2. 


Regarding whether or not the public needs to address all four determinations, as laid out by the Convention on Cultural 
Property Implementation Act (CPIA), under 19 U.S.C. 2602 (http://www.gpo.gov/fdsys/pkg/USCODE-2013-title19/html/ 
USCODE-2013-title19-chap14-sec2602.htm), lawyer and coin collector Peter Tompa has these words to say: “The fact is 
that most collectors can only comment on what they know. They know the impact of restrictions on their hobby. That’s an 
entirely appropriate basis for comment, and | would note the Federal Register notice does not suggest otherwise.” 


As of March 6, only 63 online comments were posted. Such a number is unlikely to help sway decisions in either direction. If 
not renewed, the current MoU with Italy will expire on Jan. 19, 2016.

Did You Know... that one of Ontario’s earliest collectors was also an authority on the War of 1812? Robert W. Geary was 
born in Owen Sound, Ontario July 4, 1859 the only son of William Joseph and Emily Geary formerly of Cork, Ireland. Some- 
time in the early 1870’s William and Emily took Robert and moved to Pinkerton, Ontario about 45 miles away in Bruce 
County. Here William set up shop as a cabinet maker. 


On May 29, 1883 R.W. Geary married Jessie Pascoe of Niagara Falls, Ont. The 

marriage took place at All Saints Anglican Church in Niagara Falls Village. The bride |. 

and groom returned to Pinkerton where Geary would operate a dry goods store in a] 

building newly built by his father William. His wife Jessie ran a millinery shop on the |. 

premises and was later joined by her mother-in-law in this endeavour. The population 

of Pinkerton was about 150. A short time later Geary formed Geary & Co. with 2 

partners Thomas Pinkerton (Saw and carding mills) and J.B Campbell (harness 

maker). This union lasted until 1890 when Geary decided to go it alone and Campbell 

and Pinkerton open up in a yellow brick building directly across the road. The impression is that the split was not amiable or 
else was necessary and Bradstreet’s directory made a point of reporting in their Dominion of Canada directory for Geary & 
Co. R.W. Geary only. | say that it may have been necessary because in the following year of 1891 Geary became the 
Postmaster and has a post office set up in back of his store. It is possible that the arrangement made by Geary to become 
postmaster could not include his partners for some reason. The year 1891 also saw the birth of his daughter Grace. 


In 1898 Geary & Co. along with Jessie and Grace move to Niagara Falls and opened a dry goods store (also offering clothing 
and men’s furnishings) at the intersection of Main Street and Lundy’s Lane. Robert Geary would try his hand at retail sales 
for just a few more years before giving it up forever in 1907 to become a Real Estate agent. Geary operated out of his home 
first at 33 Barker St. and later at 92 Main St. He continued in this vocation for the next 20 years until about 1927. Jessie 
and Robert Geary celebrated their 50‘? wedding anniversary on May 29, 1933 just one month before Robert passed away on 
June 30, 1933. Robert William Geary was 74 years old when he died. 


Shortly after Geary arrived in Niagara Falls he became involved with the Lundy’s Lane Historical Society 
becoming the President in 1909 and remaining in this position for 24 years until his death in 1933. 
Geary became known in general as an specialist in the War of 1812 and an authority specifically on the 
Battle of Lundy’s Lane. To say it was his passion clearly would be an understatement. 


Geary wrote a 15 page pamphlet in 1912 as a ‘Memorial of the 100th Anniversary of the War of 1812- 
14’ which was published by the Lundy’s Lane Historical Society. In 1914 Geary arranged and 
participated in a re-enactment of the Battle of Lundy’s Lane. | am quite certain it was his idea as well to 
have medals made to commemorate this occasion and today we are reminded of this by the beautifully 
executed pieces in both bronze and sterling silver. 


Along with his seemingly vast knowledge of the War of 1812 Geary was also something of an authority on Military buttons. In 
the 1905 Ontario Historical Society annual report Geary is quoted in connection to ‘the potency of military buttons of British 
garrisons in Upper Canada as *synecdoche’s to loyalist efforts’ “All that visibly remains of these once gallant battalions 
are these old battered and corroded pieces of stamped metal - relics insignificant in themselves, yet immensely suggestive 
of the great struggles in the political formation of this continent”.

In 1903 when W.R. McColl put out his list he made reference to R.W. Geary and his numismatic token on page 32 under the 
heading ‘Numismatists or Coin Collectors’. McColl assigned the tokens number 811 for the brass and 812 for the aluminum. 
At 50c each McColl valued them at double most of the other like offerings possibly suggesting that there were not as many 
available. Given the familiar style of the obverse McColl may even have had a hand in the creation of these pieces.
